STUDENT'S VISION OF THE FUTURE NOT IMPAIRED 
HER GOALS REMAIN CLEAR

What would you do if you were a blind student 
in a public school? Most of us would not handle 
jit very well, especially in a school the size 
of Ballard, but for at least one student this 
situation is a reality. 

sharon Williams is one of eight visually 
impaired students at Ballard this year, yet there 
really is not much to distinguish her from the 
average high school student. Sure she moves about 
the hall with the use of a cane and of course
